Extracts from a New Biograpby of the
Groas Soldiler,

We present the following extracts from the
blography of General Grant, soon to be lssusd,
#rom the pens of Hon. Charles A, Dana, now
editor of the New York Sun, and formerly
Assistant Secretary of War, and General
James H. Wileon.,

118 APFRARANOR AXD MANNERS,

“Grant 13 somewhat uuder the medinm gize,
though Lis body is closely and powerfully
bullt. His feet and hands are small and ueatly
shaped; his dress is plain and exceedingly un-
ostentatious; his eyes are large, deep, leoniue,
and very strong, equally capable of blazin
with a resolution that nothing can withstand,
and of shining with the steady light of bene-
volence and smiability. His flbre is like that
of steel wire, slastie, close-grained, and enduar-
ing; his taperament is admirably compounded
of the sanguine, nervous, and lymphlatie, bat
the last in such proportion as to tone down
and hold in equilibrium the other two, parfact-
ing both mental and physical organization,
His capacity for labor surpasses compre-
hengion; wveither mental nor physioal ex-
tion geems to produce the least wear aund
tear in hLis case. He rides at a dashing
gpeed for hour after hoar, and day after

ny, with the same eass with which he
lang a battle or isgues the instructions

r a cawpaign, There ia no noise or clagh or
clangor in the man; his voice is quiet and
orderly ss & woman's, and his language judi-
olonsaly chiosen. He was never heard to give
ntterance to & rade word or valgar jest: no
oath or fleroe, fiery imprecation has ever
escaped his lips. No thuudering order, no un-
feeling or uudignified apeach, and no dmught-
less or ill-natused oriticism ever fell from him,

When sugry, which is rarely the ouse, or at |

least, he raroly shows his anger, Le speaks
with & well-ordered but snbdued vehemanocs,
dmflsyiug his passion by compressed lips
and earnest dash of the eye. Duat it must be
gaid of him that of all men he is the slowsat to
enger. Lo has been heard to say that even
poder the severest insult he wnever be-
oame indignant till a week after the offense
had besn given, and then only at himself for
not having sooner discoversd that he had besn
insulted or misused. This arises rather from
sn unconscious self abnegation than from
m; incapavity for choler.

‘It is precisely this quality which Las made
him g0 successfal in the personal questions
which bave arisen belween him and Lis subor-
dinates. They have usually mistaken his
glowness for dullness or a lack of spirit, and
bhave discovered thelr mistake only after be-
comivg rssh and committing a fatal error.
Grant is as unsuspicions and pure-hearted as
& ohild, aud a8 fres from harmfol iotention;
bat he is stirred to the very depths of his na-
ture by an act of inhawauity or brutality of
uny sort; while meanuess, or ingratitude, or
nucharitableness, excites him to the display of
the liveliest indignation. He is not slow in the
exhibition of contempt or dicgust for whatever
is unmanly or unbecowing.

EINDNESS TO BUBORDINATES,

“In iseuing orders to Lis subordinates, or

In asking a service at the hands of a stafl-
officer, he is always sorupulowsly polite and
respectful in mauner, and orders or requests
rather as he wenld ask a friend to oblige him
personally than as a military commander
whose word is law. Ilis cousideration for
those about him is adwmirably shown by the
following incident. On the night after the
battle of Mission Ridge, whils returning from
the front to hig hesdquarters at Chattanooga,
"he desired ‘to know what had becoms of
B heridan’s division, which had been reported
at noon as engaged in building a bridge across
the Chickamauga at Mission Mills; and
glithough it was then after midnight
he requested onme of his staf to ob-
tain the desired information, The oflicer,
alter & lopg and tiresome ride, raported
at bheadquarters just at sunrise, and found
| the General not yet asleep. It seems that in
| returning to Chattanooga, at about 1 o’clock,
| he found a full explanation of the day's opera-
tion, and Instead of going to sleep he spent the
rast of the night in thivking of the long and
tedious rid- he had required from his officer,
B all for no purposs, as he expressged it, Sach
golicitude for the comtort of others, it is need-
less to say, was rare, even smoug the most
humane of onr Geperals, Many of tham wonld
not have hesitated to eave themselyves even the

pature; full of ardor and zeal himsalf, he nata-
rally admires these qoualitlies in others. Ils
hns 0o patiencs with a weak, complaining, and
sellish disposition, and csnnot endure double-
dealing or indirectness of any sort. Straight-
forward aud frank in all things himself, he re-
Epeots these qualities wherevar they are found.
Indeed, the most striking peculiarity of hia
nature, both as a man and a General, {3 & pro-
fonnd and undeviating truthfalnesa in all
things. Those whe have known him bast will
bear a willing testimony to the gtatement that
he never told a falsahood, or made a voluntary
misrepresentation of faot, and will believe us
that it wonld be almost as impossibla for him
to do #o as for the needle to forget its fidelity
to the pole.
SIORAL QUALITIR],

“He i3 a trne friend and a magnanimons
enemy, IHis liberality is boundiess, and his
charity as broad as humanity itssll. He has
neither vanity nor seliish ambition; no pro
motion has ever been songht by him, and
none has ever turned his head or changed hin
charsoter in the slightest degree.
a strong believer in the goodness of Provi-
dence ns exerted in the affairs of mankind, he
.‘1“ poagesies none
which has at Umes charaoterized military
chieftains. Bo oconfident was he in the moral
strength and reotitude of our canse, and the
guperior intelligense and endurance of the
Northern people, that he never, even in the
darkest hour, despaired of a nnited and pros-
perous conntry. ln this respect he is a parfeot
embodiment of Lhe great American charaeter-
i’lilci'fnilh in the manifesd destiny of the Re-
public.

‘* "We rarely find,’ said Napoleon, ‘combinad
in the same person, all the qualitiea necessary
to constitute a great gemeral. The most de-
asirable is that a man's jndgment shonld be in
equilibrinm with hia coarsge; that ralses him
at once above the common level. If courage
be o general’s predominating qnality, he will
rashly embark in enterprises above his con-
ception; and on the other hand, ke will not
venture to earry Lis ideas into effwct, if his
character or courage be inferior to hia jodg-
ment.” By way of illustrating this prioeiple,
Napoleon went on to assert that it was impos-
gible for Murat and Ney not to be brave, but
added that 'no men ever possessed less jndg-
ment.’” Bpeaking of moral coarage, he said:—
‘I have rarely met the two-o'clock-in-the-
morning courage; I mean unprepared conrags;
that which is necessary on an anexpeoted oc-
casion. Kleber wag endowed with the highest
talents, bnt was merely the mau of the mo-
ment, and pursned glory as the only road to
epjoyment, while Dassaix possessed in a very
snperior degree the important equilibriom just
desoribed.’

GRAKT'S PLACE AMONG GREAT GESERALA,

‘‘Marshal Marmont olassifies generals into
four categories, connting first “those who have
never lost a battle, whose courage and judg-
ment were ¢qual Lo every emergency,’ such as
Alexander and Cwmsar in ancient times, and
Gustavns Adelphus, Turenne, Conde, Luxem-
bourg, and Napoleon till 1812, in modern
times.” In the second class he places ‘those
who, if they have often gained victories, have
gometimes lost them,” in spite of desperate
fighting and good generalship. Among these
are Lhe Archduke Charles, Buwarrow, and
Wellington. The third category containa
those ‘generals who have been habitnally un-
fortunate in war, but have mnever allowed
thirir armies to be destroyed, nor been person-
ally discouraged, always oilering & menacing
front and impressing the enemy with fear.’

“Grant's personal habits and tastes are ex”
ceedingly clmple; Le despizes the pomp and
ghow of empty parade, nud fu his severe sim-
plicity and wauly pride he scorns all adven-
titlous aids to popularity. He lives plainly
himself, sud canwoot tolerate ostentation or
extravagauce in those about him. Mis mess
wag never luxuriously, thongh alwsys boun-
tifally furnished with armwy rations, and such
gupplies as conld Le travsported readily and
Eﬂb'ﬂy in the limited nuwber of wagons that
he permitted to follow Lis headquarters, Ilia
appeuites are uall uuder perfoot eontrol. e
is very abstemious, and during his entire
western cumpaign the of his stafl
were forbidden to bring wives or lignors iuto
camp.

Auother writer declares that the distinotive
characteristio of genius is the apparent eass
and simplicity with which it sccomplishes the
most diflicult things. Now, lat Grant be tried
by these rules, sand whut rauk must be
assigued to him in history? Where must he
be plaved T Clearly in the highest category of
great soldiers; but in order that this may be
gtill forther beyond the pale of dispute, let ns
congider the grounds for this conclusion some-
what more in detail.
THE ARMY OF THE TENNESSEE,

“In the routine snd detail of duty, and in
the mwinor matters of discipline and organiza-
tion, the army of the Potomac was undoubt-
DBut in the sub-
ordination of its generals, in the promptitude,
zeal, aud energy of its lower officers, in the
gelf-reliance, earnestness, and physical charac-
teristics of the rank and file, in short in every
moral military quality, the army of the Ten-
vesfes has pnever been excellsed. No general
ever more successfully Impresged hiz own
character npon an army than Graut did npon
{Le one which grew up so silently under his
care, No army was ever more loyal to its
chief, or mora clearly embodied the spirit of
the pecple from which It sprang. Itis & curions
fnot, too, not otherwisge sufliciently acconnted
for, that it is the only army organized with
tbe war, aud continuing in existence until the
extablishment of peace, which, aa a whole,
pever suffered n dufeat. Its endurancs and
coursge were unconquerable, 5o moch go that
before the war had terminated, it came to be
a boast in ils ranks that it was sure to win
gny lLattle that lasted over one day, no matter
what ths odds or who the ememy. Offioers
and men seemed to be endowed with the gift
of persistency to a degree mever surpassed
except by their cominander. As an organizer,
Grant's reputation must continue fo increase
thie more his 1’!:?!0{111111]"?.‘1'] in this direction
become known.
